tor this inspi^cLiun unit has made 
hull treds ot Inspections and here 
ana there has noted a beneficial 
change which me. us adoption in 
other defense areas. 

The army men and officials ar- 
rlveu in tne early afternoon and 
were met by Bruce McGill, who 
as cniet air raid warden directed 
the drill. Locations and Incidents 
were carefully considered and two 
selected tor special attention. 
These were "built up” tor they 
were to be the incidents whicn 
were to test the operations ot the 
I local defense corps. 

Special observers and checkers 
followed operations m regard to 
everything connected witn these 
incidents, from the time the incl- 
"lent was reported to the air raid 
warden, through the control 
board and the chiefs of every 
service,to the site of the incident. 
Jilvery oomb crater, electric wire 
pole, fire hydrant, blocked streets 
-nothing that would have to be 
counted in an actual disaster was 
omitted in the drill, for every 
service had to be checked and re¬ 
ported on. ; 

These incidents called for all 
services, so every service coaid 
be seen in action, could be judged 
as to speed in reaching the inci¬ 
dent, quickness of action, correct¬ 
ness of ofieration, proper co-ordi¬ 
nation with other services. 

here the observers and check- 
g'saw in action, air wardens, 
l^llary and regular police and 
^ Jremen, rescue squaos, emer- 
•fcncy medical units, utility crews, 
and demolition units. 

At the close ot the evening, 
when Major Caney of the army 
met with the control board and a 
few of the key personnel, he used 
the word excellent so often that 
there was no doubt as to what 
the army thought. He congratu¬ 
lated the defense council on the 
improvement over the last inspec¬ 
tion and expressed general satis¬ 
faction with all unit activities. 

It was suggested that Sierra 
kMadre follow the lead in other 
^places and recruit women as air 
raid wardens and fire watchers, 
for the shortage of male person¬ 
nel was recognized. 

After the "all clear” a moving 
picture was shown with war 
scenes from all fronts.

Although this is a 10 
per cent increase in the required 
number of donors, Mrs. May 
Wright, registrar, expects no 
gieat difficulty in filling the 240 
appointments. 

All prospective donors between 
the ages of 21 and. 60 years are 
urged by the Red Cross to make 
every effort possible to secure 
their appointments now and keep 
them on the 29th. All donors 
must weigh at least 110 pounds ' 
and on the day of their donation ' 
should eat sparingly of fatty. 
foods, such as milk, cream, butter, 
cheese, eggs, meat, avocados, 
nuts, salad oils, and fried foods. 
It is wise for donors to take 
some form of nourishment such 
as fruit juice and crackers, or 
other cereal products, shortly be-1 
fore going to the donor station. 

Although minors are not to be 
solicited as donors they will be 
accepted if they volunteer, pro-' 
vided they have the written con¬ 
sent of one parent or their legal 
guardian. All married minors be¬ 
tween 18 and 21 must obtain the 
written consent of either the hus¬ 
band or wife.

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FIRST FOREST FIRE FIGHTING 
UNIT ORGANIZED HERE IS 
MODEL FOR THE NATION 


Even Citizens In 
Wheel Chairs Can 
Help During Emergency

What probably will become of¬ 
ficially known as Unit No. 1 of 
the Triple-F. S -The EYirest Fire 
Fighting Service, a national or¬ 
ganization with units in every 
mountain and foothill area -was 
launched In Sierra Madre FYlday 
^hnlght and 65 men reported for 
^B^the first practice duty Sunday 
morning, under the direction of 
Eldward Grant, fire control of¬ 
ficer of Angeles National Forest, 
and Harry Grace of the Forestry 
Service, local coordinator. Grant 
told the group that the Forestry j 
Service and O. C. D. heads in 
Washington, as well as the Army 
and the State coordinator are all 
eagerly watching the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre experiment, and Grace report¬ 
ed that the State coordinator has 
asked for a full report on the 
organization and methods here 
for the guidance of other commu¬ 
nities. 

At Friday night’s meeting at 
the city hall Grace stressed the 
fact that while many kinds of 
war service were- preparation for 
things which might happen, for¬ 
est fires were things bound to 
happen, and both the damage to 
our community and to the war 
effort would be tremendous if 
fires got out of control. 

“It Is worth remembering," he 
said, "that the Japs have made 
four attacks on our coast, all of 
ttaena In forest areas. The first 


was the submarine attack on an 
oil refinery near Santa Barbara, 
which was In Los Padres Nation¬ 
al Forest. There was evidence of 
incendiary bombs there but It was 
the wrong time of year. The 
three other attacks have all been 
In the northern woods, but weath¬ 
er conditions were never right for 
them. The coming summer will 
b<‘ especially dangerous. | 

We are short of manpower and 
some of our equipment has been ^ 
sent to Alasaka and the Aleu- j 
tlans. Little ha.s been said of It 
in the papers but the. Forest i 
Service knows that when the Brl-! 
tish dropped incendiary bombs in: 
the Black Forest the results tied 
a large part of Germany In knots. 
A Jap incendiary raid on our for¬ 
ests might do damage which 
would affect all our important 
highways, railways and telephone 
and telegraph lines, besides great I 
direct damage. The emergency 
Is so great that every man, w#- 
man and boy over 16 should be 
alert to it. In case of a major 
fire the Army would give us 
some help,. But every foothill 
community needs a group of 
trained fire fighters. The Army 
has its own job to do and Its 
men are trained for a different 
kind of fighting. Every commu¬ 
nity should be so mobilized that 
it could -instantly put 100 or 
several hundred trained Are 

1 fighters Into the field, to keep

In case you don’t happen 
to know, let him tell you "Some¬ 
times,” he says, "I was lucky and 
found me a good Job. I sung on 
the radio waves in Los Angeles, 
and 1 got a Job from Uncle 9am- 
uel to come up to the valley of 
the Columbia River and I made 
up and recorded twenty-six songs 
about the Grand Coulee I>am. I 
made two albums of records call¬ 
ed ’Dust Bowl Ballads’ for the 
Victor people. I hit the road 
again and crossed the continent 
twice by way of highway and 
freights. Folks heard me on the 


C hock full of swear-words 
and Will Rogers grammar; 
plus other words hardly ever seen 
in print outside the Bible or un¬ 
expurgated Chaucer. The first 
chapter is a long and detailed 
account of a hurtling box-car 
crowded with tramps—drunk, so¬ 
ber, crazed, starving, old, young, 
choking and caked with cement 
-dust left there from a previous 
cargo. The car part of a fast 
freight. Rushing East with the 
speed of an express. The speed, 
the dust, the racket caused by the 
car’s flat wheels, the torture of 
It, the stench, brutality, the In¬ 
sane vice and violence, are all 
packed in here through pages as 
crowded with horror as the car 
Itself.
